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CHAPTER I. 


THE STUDENTS’ UNION 

The Students’ Union is a body delegated by 
the Senate of the University for the precise 
purpose of promoting all extra-curricular student 
activities. All students enrolled at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta immediately become members of 
the Students’ Union upon the payment of the 
regular fee at registration. (For table of fees 
see Section VII, 2, of the Students’ Union Act, 
Constitution.) The income from this compul¬ 
sory levy is divided among all the various Union 
organizations. 

Every member of the Union is entitled and 
encouraged to vote at all student elections, to 
receive the benefits offered by the Union in any 
or all extra-curricular activities promoted by 
the Union, and to represent the University in 
any activity to which the authority of the Union 
extends. (Note: This is subject to regulations 
re scholastic standing—see Calendar.) 

All legislative, administrative, executive and 
judicial powers of the Union are vested in a 
Students’ Council and its component parts. This 
year’s Council under President Lloyd Grisdale 
and composed of the eighteen members listed 
on the preceding page, meets the second and 
fourth Wednesday of each month at 7:30 p.m., 
in the Arts Building, and although Students’ 
Union, members cannot take part in the discus¬ 
sion unless so requested by the Council, all 
interested are welcome to attend. 

The Students’ Union is a miniature model of 
a democratic state in which the Students’ Council 
represents the government. The election of 
officers for Council positions for the 1943-44 
session will be held on the second Wednesday 
in March, 1943, with nomination day the Wed¬ 
nesday preceding. All students are urged to 
acquaint themselves with Section V of -the 
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Students’ Union Act in the constitution, to keep 
their eyes open for prospective councillors, and 
to take a keen, active interest and part in 
nominating and voting in this spirited race for 
student office. 

Two general meetings of the Students’ Union 
are held in Convocation Hall each session, at 
which time all lectures are cancelled. The first 
meeting will be held on November 7, 1942, at 11 
o’clock, mainly for the presentation of the year’s 
budget. The second will be held on March 6, 
1943, at 11 o’clock, for the election speeches of 
candidates for Union offices for the coming 
term. Don’t miss them. You’ll probably miss 
a riot. 

The Council is top-dog in all matters of 
extra-curricular student activity. It governs 
the appointment of officers for all Union pub¬ 
lications and governs the policy, financial and 
otherwise, of all these and Union clubs. A big 
job, you say, and right you are; but it can be 
made much easier by your whole-hearted co¬ 
operation. Constructive criticism and sugges¬ 
tions are welcome whether they have regard to 
the Union itself or the University as a whole. 
Just write them down and leave them on the 
notice board in the Students’ Union Office (Arts, 
Room 159) for Secretary Bob Black, or better 
still drop in and talk it over with the boys.

The disadvantages to women taking 
part in athletics are far more apparent than real, 
the benefits derived from the intelligent parti¬ 
cipation in athletics far outweighing any disad¬ 
vantages.

CHAPTER V. 

THE STUDENTS’ UNION OFFICE AND 
CONDUCT OF BUSINESS 

All purchases of goods or services must be 
made by the president or business manager of 
any Students’ Union club through the Students’ 
Union office (Arts 159, behind and level with 
Convocation Hall stage and to the right) by 
obtaining an official written order from the 
Treasurer or the Students’ Union Accountant, 
Mrs. Wylie. Mrs. Wylie may be found at the 
office between 11-12 a.m. and 4-5 p.m. daily. 
Orders are granted only for expenditures covered 
in the budget of the club as passed by Council, 
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or covered by a special Council motion author¬ 
izing such expenditures. The Union only 
assumes responsibility for accounts incurred in 
this manner, any person ordering in any other 
way being personally liable. 

When equipment is purchased for any club 
it is the duty of the manager to see that it is 
delivered to the Central Equipment Check (see 
Chapter VI), who will make proper record of its 
receipt and then allow withdrawal by those who 
are to use it. 

The business manager, through the president 
of any club, is responsible for the sale of tickets 
at any event of the club at which an admission 
charge is made. Tickets to be sold for any 
event must be obtained from the Students’ Union 
Accountant, who will advise as to the procedure 
in this regard. All cash from ticket sales must 
be turned in to the Accountant within 48 hours 
after the event for which said sale was con¬ 
ducted. 

Literary and Athletic Club managers must 
submit a list of all participants in dramatic 
performances, games or tournaments in which 
University clubs are meeting outside clubs, or 
are presenting public performances, to the 
Registrar’s Office for the approval of the Regis¬ 
trar and Provost, at least 48 hours before the 
club event takes place. 

Further details of clubs’ financial manage¬ 
ment will be supplied by the Treasurer on 
request. 

Attention of all compus executives is drawn 
to that section of the constitution dealing with 
the duties of the Schedule Man. In arranging 
dates for events, see him first to find out what 
dates are available. Do not choose your date, 
lay your plans and then consult the Schedule 
Man—only to find that the particular time you 
desire is already reserved. Office-holders would 
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also be well advised to familiarize themselves 
with the regulations under the Point System Act. 

CHAPTER VI. 

CENTRAL EQUIPMENT CHECK 

Central Check Manager:

Central Equipment Check is situated along 
with shower, locker and dressing rooms in the 
addition to the Drill Hall. The entrance is found 
in the centre of the north side of the building. 
This office has been set up in order that Stu¬ 
dents’ Union equipment may be properly cared 
for and issued to students as needed. The hours 
during which the C.E.C. is open vary somewhat 
during the year, in order that the equipment 
may be made available for the particular sport 
which is at that time being played. You are 
directed to get in touch with Grant to find out 
the hours for the oeriod during which you wish 
to make withdrawals. 

It is the duty of all persons buying equip¬ 
ment under Union grant to turn this equipment 
in to the manager in order that a proper record 
may be made of its receipt. The equipment is 
then available to persons participating in the 
particular sport involved by proper application 
to the manager and the signing of equipment 
forms. Students are expected to use Union 
equipment with care and to return it in good 
order to C.E.C. at the conclusion of the training 
period. Students are themselves responsible for 
the return of equipment once it has been with¬ 
drawn, and offenders against the regulations 
governing C.E.C. are promptly dealt with by the 
Constitutional Enforcement Committee. 

A brief account of the equipment provided 
by the Union is carried in the write-up of the 
particular athletic club involved. 
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Students are encouraged to make use of 
every privilege offered by this very important 
Union office, but are warned that abuse of such 
privileges will not be tolerated. 

CHAPTER VII. 

THE UNIVERSITY SKATING RINK 

The Students’ Union at an annual cost of 
some $800.00 erects and maintains an outdoor 
skating rink and heated dressing room to tem¬ 
porarily replace the covered rink which, for the 
duration, has been turned over to the C.O.T.C. 
for use as a Drill Hall. 

The outdoor rink will be set up on the 
University grid as soon as weather conditions 
make this possible, and all Students’ Union mem¬ 
bers have full rink privileges, including check¬ 
ing, at no charge on the presentation of their 
Campus A Cards. 

In order that the rink may be utilized to its 
fullest by the student body, a schedule will be 
drawn up and published in The Gateway as soon 
as the rink is ready for use, indicating the times 
at which it is to be used for hockey games and 
practises and for general student skating to 
music provided by the Students’ Union public 
address system. 

Ice is laid and maintained by a professional 
ice maker who, along with his assistants, gives 
students as fine and clean an ice surface as is 
found anywhere in the city.

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CHAPTER X. 

CLASSES 

Under the “Class Act” (Const. 1941, page 23) 
there are on this campus four class organizations, 
each with its own executives: Senior (including 
non-graduating Seniors), Junior, Sophomore and 
Freshman. Executives of all classes are elected 
early in the fall. For the first three classes men¬ 
tioned the elections are to be held on October 
29, with the last day of receiving nominations 
falling on October 26. The Freshman class is 
organized between the 1st and 15th of November, 
its election being held not later than the latter 
date. Each class either sponsors, or combines 
with another to sponsor, one of the major dances 
of the year, to which members of that class have 
a preference in the ticket sale. Each also presents 
a play in the Interyear Play Competition, and 
classes are the basis of photo arrangements in 
the Evergreen and Gold. 

Students aspiring to any class executive would 
be well advised to familiarize themselves with 
the regulations under the “Class Act,” as no 
student is allowed to join any other class than 
that for which he is qualified. 

For the duration of the war, or until such 
time as presence of Intercollegiate sport makes 
the return of the A Card to its original position 
advisable, there are to be no class fees paid, the 
money which would come from this source being 
supplied from A Card funds by the Union.

CHAPTER II. 

WAR SERVICES COMMITTEE 

Although the Council for the present year has 
not as yet set up a War Services Committee, it 
is certainly not out of place to say a few words 
here regarding the set-up of this very important 
Union function as carried out last year. This 
year’s Council will doubtless make somewhat 
similar arrangements, and for that reason space 
will be left for you to fill in the names of those 
officials appointed by Council to carry on this 
work for the present year. 

War Services have in the past, for reasons of 
clarity, included three major campaigns con¬ 
ducted on the campus. The first fund as far as 
its importance is concerned took the form of an 
Ambulance Drive last year, though it is quite 
possible that the present year may see some 
new and equally useful objective make its ap¬ 
pearance. The fund usually takes the form of a 
concentrated drive extending over a period of 
two or three weeks, plus such contributions 
which are made by classes, clubs and faculties 
at convenient times during the year. It cannot 
be stressed too strongly that every executive on 
the campus in planning an event for his or her 
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organization is failing in his duty if he does not 
give prime importance to the necessity of contri¬ 
buting to this fund by some act of common club 
denial. It should not and must not be the duty 
of such committees that are set up by the 
Council to approach the campus organizations in 
this regard, but rather a matter in which the 
clubs take the initiative, informing and con¬ 
sulting with the committee in order that the 
effort be coordinated throughout the University 
and attain its maximum effectiveness. 

Over three-fifths of last year’s objective of 
$2,500.00 was obtained, mainly from students, 
during a Mile of Pennies drive lasting only three 
days. This year we can do even better than 
that, can’t we? 

The other two funds which have in the past 
functioned under the same committee were the 
International Students’ Service Fund, which is 
annually sponsored by the Students’ Christian 
Movement, and the Christmas Fund, sponsored 
by the Union. The former is held for the pur¬ 
pose of supplying brother students in war torn 
countries as well as our own students interned 
there, with facilities to carry on their work, 
while the latter is a fund to provide needy 
families in outlying districts of the province 
with some of the very necessities of life at the 
time of the Christmas season. 

No campaign for funds of any sort is held on 
the campus without the consent of the Union, 
and every one that is held is seriously con¬ 
sidered by that body as to its merits before 
permission is granted for its conductance. There¬ 
fore, we may honestly say that these funds are 
our funds, and in truth, it hardly requires a 
University education to appreciate the fact that 
every one is for a cause for which such words 
as worthy are far from adequate. 

To borrow the very fine slogan of the Red 
Cross of Canada, we sincerely urge you that 
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“The Need is Urgent”—when your turn comes, 
“Dig In and Give.”

University Crest 

It is composed of the coat of arms of the 
Province of Alberta with an open book added 
above it and a scroll around it inscribed “Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta—Quaecumque Vera.” Origin¬ 
ally the book was placed perpendicularly, but 
someone changed this, possibly by accident while 
making a copy, and it has been left in the 
oblique nosition ever since. 

University Motto 

Our motto, “Quaecumque Vera,” is taken 
from the Vulgate, St. Paul’s Epistle to the Philip- 
pians, chapter 4, verse 8. It means “Whatsoever 
things are true.” The rest of the passage is 
translated as follows: “Finally brethren, what¬ 
soever things are honourable, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever 
things are lovely, whatsoever things are of good 
report; if there be any virtue, and if there be 
any praise, think on these things.” 
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University Buildings 

The men’s residences, Athabasca Hall and 
Assiniboia Hall, which are now being used by 
the Royal Canadian Air Force, were the first 
buildings to be built, completed in 1911 and 1912 
respectively; although the University was found¬ 
ed in 1906 and opened for its first session in 1908. 
Pembina Hall, the women’s residence, also being 
used for the present by the Air Force, was 
completed in 1914. The next year the Arts 
building was opened, after which there was a 
lull in building until 1921, when the Medical 
building was completed. The University bought 
the hospital from the City in 1922 and completed 
it in 1930 by the addition of a wing. 

There are two affiliated colleges on the 
campus. St. Stephen’s, built in 1912, is operated 
by the United Church as a men’s residence and 
as a theological school. St. Joseph’s, erected in 
1927, is a Catholic College, operated by the 
Christian Brothers as a men’s residence. In 
1927 also, the University radio station was open¬ 
ed, and the Students’ Union built the covered 
rink, which was later turned over to the Univer¬ 
sity and is now being used as a C.O.T.C. Drill 
Hall. The three large buildings to the rear of 
the Arts building are the Power Plant on the 
south, the North Lab. on the north, and the 
South Lab. in the centre. The University Depart¬ 
ment of Extension is housed in the Power Plant 
building. 

Last year more additions were made to the 
campus, and though not of the magnitude of 
those which preceded them, they are most cer¬ 
tainly an addition to our U. of A. They consist 
of the Gasoline Testing Laboratory, situated just 
north of the Arts building; the Infirmary, situ¬ 
ated just west of the Medical building; and the 
dressing room addition to the Covered Rink. 
The larger hangar which stands to the south of 
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the University residences was completed last 
year by the Royal Canadian Air Force for drill 
purposes. 

We may look to the future with some feeling 
of anticipation as well, for in the brief sub¬ 
mitted to the Government of the Province last 
year by the University Survey Committee there 
is a long section dealing with the inadequacy of 
present facilities and a long term building pro¬ 
gram formulated with a view to overcoming this 
difficulty. There is every indication that when 
conditions become more favorable this building 
program will come into effect.

CHAPTER II. 

DISCIPLINE 

The Committee on Student Affairs 

Although the Students’ Union is given wide 
powers by virtue of its delegated authority from 
the University Senate, it is directly accountable 
to the Senate Committee on Student Affairs for 
all its actions. This committee was created to 
provide an opportunity for representatives of 
the administrative, faculty and student bodies to 
meet and discuss student affairs in a friendly 
atmosphere. 

Appeals may be taken to this committee from 
decisions of the Wauneita Council, The Discip¬ 
linary Committee, or the Constitutional Enforce¬ 
ment Committee. Amendments to the Students’ 
Union Constitution must be approved by the 
Committee on Student Affairs. However, the 
most important function of the committee is 
probably other than the two just mentioned. It 
keeps tab on student affairs and student prob¬ 
lems generally. As a disciplinary body it has 
the power of expulsion from the University, and 
the most serious punishment which either of 
the student discplinary bodies may impose is a 
recommendation to this committee for expulsion. 

Members of the student body at large rarely 
come into direct contact with the committee, but 
its value and importance to the Students’ Union, 
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through the latter’s representatives, cannot 
possibly be over-estimated. 

The student members, outside of those ap¬ 
pointed by Council, hold seats on the committee 
because of the student offices which they hold. 
These offices are listed in the Calendar, and for 
this reason are not included here, for few, we 
trust, will have occasion to have dealings with 
this body. 

Student Discipline 

The Provost: 

All students are directly responsible to the 
Provost, Dr. J. M. MacEachran, for the general 
supervision of student discipline. Attention is 
particularly drawn to the following resolutions of 
the Senate: 

(1) The use of, bringing or having of liquor 
on University premises, including residences, is 
strictly forbidden. 

(2) All interference on the part of any student 
with the personal liberty of another . . . per¬ 
sonal violence or indignity . . . initiation ... is 
expressly forbidden on penalty of expulsion. 

Certain committees have, however, been set 
up by the Students’ Union in order that student 
discipline may be, as much as possible, a matter 
of student jurisdiction. 

The Enforcement and Disciplinary Committees: 

Constitutional alterations made this year 
radically change these two bodies, and although 
the general principles underlying the new ar¬ 
rangement have been outlined, a fine division 
of function between the two bodies has not yet 
been arrived at. It is to be noted that the new 
act has not, as yet, been taken before the Com¬ 
mittee on Student Affairs, and therefore has yet 
to receive its final sanction. 

The fundamental principle of the new act is 
to put as great a degree of student discipline 
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in student hands, where it rightfully should be, 
as possible. The act, in reality, is not new, 
being already present in the constitution in 
theory. Present changes will, however, make 
its practise a necessity. 

In general, it may be stated that these two 
bodies now have jurisdiction over not only 
offenders against the Students’ Union Constitu¬ 
tion, but as well over the personal actions of 
students of the University when said students 
are acting as members of campus clubs and 
faculty organizations, whether they be a part of 
the Students’ Union or not. The act has been 
given teeth in that the Senior executive of the 
organization concerned is responsible for re¬ 
porting infractions of discipline to the committee, 
or he himself becomes liable for punishment 
through the committee. 

The Enforcement Committee is to be the 
major committee with judicial powers over con¬ 
stitutional infractions and the misdemeanors of 
male students. The Women’s Disciplinary Com¬ 
mittee has not only judicial powers over women 
students in the same manner, but as well may 
lay down rules governing the conduct of such 
students. These powers will doubtless be much 
clarified as the year progresses. 

The penalties which these bodies may at 
present impose are: 

(1) Fine up to $10.00 for the C.E.C.; up to 
$15.00 for the W.D.C. 

(2) Loss of privilege to attend or take part 
in student activity or hold student office. 

(3) Refer the case to the C.S.A. with re¬ 
commended punishment, the most serious 
being expulsion.

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CHAPTER I. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 

The content of this, as well as other parts, 
might well have been greatly enlarged to give a 
true perspective of the facts, but as most of the 
material is fully dealt with in the University 
Calendar, or in the Students’ Union Constitution, 
it was felt that more space should not be devoted 
to it here. 

Scholastic Standing 

Only bona fide students in attendance at the 
University or one of its affiliated colleges who 
are carrying full work and whose scholastic re¬ 
cord is certified as satisfactory by the Faculty 
Council will be permitted to play for or hold 
offices with any team representing the Univer¬ 
sity. Satisfactory scholastic standing means 
passing in three-fifths of a full year’s course of 
lectures of University grade. These regulations 
have been extended to include the following, and 
others as the Council sees fit: 

(1) Athletics—All competition with outside 
organizations. 

(2) Dramatics—The Annual Play and the 
Philharmonic Opera. 

(3) Debates—All debates with outside or¬ 
ganizations. 

Scholarships and prizes are fully dealt with 
in the Calendar, but students are reminded in 
particular of the Board of Governors Scholar¬ 
ship. The scholarship is $50.00 in value applic¬ 
able to fees of the year following the award, 
providing the student is taking a full year’s work 
at that time. The award is granted to all stu¬ 
dents obtaining a standing of at least 80% in 
their -"ear's work. 

Students are reminded that, for the duration 
of the war, their presence at the University is a 
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matter which is in the hands of the National 
Selective Service Board. No student need be 
reminded that the only justification he or she 
has for being at University at this time is that, 
in the opinion of those best qualified to judge, 
he is better qualifying himself to serve his coun¬ 
try at some future date. The question, “What 
did you do today to help win the war?” is a 
rather difficult one for students to answer, but 
for the present we have been led to believe that 
any student who is diligently applying himself to 
his work has every right to say that he has 
contributed to the cause. Keep this fact, and 
particularly this question, in mind as the days 
go on, and remember that now, as never before, 
you must apply yourself to your academic work 
to the limit. Your work will not suffer by a 
limited and intelligent participation in extra¬ 
curricular activities, but in this regard you will 
have many decisions to make in the next few 
months. Let us hope that you make them 
wisely. 

Attendance and Lateness 

Attend all lectures and laboratories, and be 
there on time! Failure to do so may result in 
the loss of your right to write examinations in 
the spring. Regulations dealing with this may 
be found in the University Calendar. Read 
them! 

Medical Services 

Phone 31765—Infirmary. 

Every student in return for payment of a 
compulsory levy of $5.00 made at registration is 
entitled to medical services as set out in the 
special pamphlet issued at that time. “Alberta” 
boasts one of the most complete medical services 
on the continent for such a low fee, and students 
are advised to acquaint themselves with the 
service available as outlined in this pamphlet. 
The Infirmary, which belongs to the University, 
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is situated just west of the Medical Building. 
Miss Revell, a graduate nurse, is in charge, and 
at this building students are given the best of 
hospitalization for minor complaints. A physician 
is in attendance from 1:00 to 2:00 p.m. daily, but 
the Infirmary is open for most of the day as a 
service to students. It is, however, closed from 
5:00 to 6:00 p.m. and after 8:00 p.m. as far as 
students coming for attention is concerned. 

As well as free attention at the Infirmary, 
certain hospitalization is given free to students 
at the University Hospital under the system. For 
the duration and type of treatment and the 
conditions covered under this service, students 
are directed to the pamphlet already mentioned. 

Although the Medical Services are not a part 
of the Students’ Union, the University officials, 
realizing that this service is a student service, 
have set up a committee, consisting mainly of 
students, which supervises it. For this reason 
students with questions regarding the service 
are directed to contact the President of the 
Students’ Union. 

If you miss a lecture through illness, don’t 
fail to have the Infirmary physician sign an 
absence card for you. 

Mail 

Mail is received twice daily on the campus at 
the Post Office, which is situated in the base¬ 
ment of the Arts Building. Office hours are 
from 10:00 to 12:00 noon and 1:30 to 5:00 p.m., 
at which time letters may be obtained and other 
business of such a nature conducted. Personal 
mail boxes are obtainable at the post office for 
the sum of $1.00. 

General student letter-racks are situated just 
to the right of the Post Office proper where 
intra-University communications may be placed 
or received. Students are reminded that they 
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should pay frequent visits to this rack and make 
every use of the service provided. 

Affiliated Colleges 

St. Joseph’s College is a Catholic College, the 
management of which is entrusted to the Chris¬ 
tian Brothers. It is centrally located on the 
campus, and offers all the requirements of a 
University residence. St. Joe’s is not a divinity 
college, though it offers a course in Religious 
Knowledge which is accepted by the University 
as a senior option. Several extra-curricular 
courses are also offered. Connected with the 
college is a very attractive Gothic chapel. 

St. Joe’s has a very active house committee, 
the only permanent official of which, due to 
rotation of other offices among the members, is 
Ed. Miller, obtainable by phoning the student 
phone at the college, 33008. 

St. Stephen’s College is the provincial theo¬ 
logical college of the United Church of Canada. 
Here students are trained for the ministry of the 
United Church. St. Steve’s, as well, provides 
board and residence privileges to students of 
other faculties. Social, athletic and other in¬ 
terests of the student body are well looked after 
by the elected Students’ Council under President 
Dave Elves. The college is fortunate in having 
a good reference library and a gymnasium for 
those so inclined. The general student phone 
number is 31631, though the nurses who popu¬ 
late the restricted parts of the college have two 
additional phones of their own. 

The Chapel and Sunday Services 

Every morning at 7:45 a ten-minute period 
of worship is conducted at St. Stephen’s College 
Chapel. The service is sponsored by the College, 
the Students’ Christian Movement and the 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship in co-opera- 
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tion with a number of city churches. Students 
of every denomination are invited to attend. 

The first Sunday in each month an undenom¬ 
inational service is held in Convocation Hall. 
The service is conducted by the S.C.M., the 
speakers being outstanding religious men from 
various denominations.

N.F.C.U.S. 

The National Federation of Canadian Univer¬ 
sity Students, of which every “Alberta” student 
is a member, aims to promote a better under¬ 
standing between all students; to foster a greater 
degree of co-operation between all Canadian 
universities for the promotion of national in¬ 
terests; and to provide a means of developing 
international relationships with the student 
groups in other countries. 

In view of present circumstances this body is 
not functioning as it ordinarily would in peace 
time. However, it is felt that its work should 
be briefly outlined, for many of the students are 
aonarently unaware of its presence. 

1. It arranges National Debating tours and 
reciprocal debates between Canada, England, 
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Scotland and Australia. This has, of course, 
been discontinued. 

2. It provides exchange scholarships for stu¬ 
dents with a good second class standing, who 
may go to another University to study for a 
year, tuition and Council fees being waived. 
This is still being done. 

3. It has sponsored an Imperial Conference 
of students from all parts of the Empire, several 
Canadian conferences, and at one time a con¬ 
ference every second year to which each Cana¬ 
dian university sent a representative. 

4. It undertakes all tasks of general interest, 
such as negotiations for reduction of fares for 
travelling teams, and so forth. 

The Alberta N.F.C.U.S. representative for the 
present session is Lloyd Grisdale, President of 
the Students’ Union. 

W.C.I.A.U. 

The Western Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic 
Union is an association of Men’s and Women’s 
Athletic Associations of the four Western Cana¬ 
dian Universities, and is affiliated with the 
Amateur Athletic Union of Canada. Ordinarily 
a very active body with semi-annual meetings 
to arrange general policy and schedules, it has, 
for obvious reasons, been forced to limit its 
activity for the present time.

As well as print 
University booklets and manuals, this depart¬ 
ment produces such Union publications as The 
Gateway and the Telephone Directory-Hand- 
book. The department also extends its many 
services to campus clubs and individual students. 

CHAPTER II. 

FRATERNITIES 

A fraternity is a social group having for its 
aim brotherhood and the friendship of con¬ 
genial association. It should offer to the in¬ 
dividual an opportunity of learning to live in 
harmony with his fellows. Since a fraternity is 
a home, its membership is by invitation only, and 
membership should be based on personal quali¬ 
fications rather than athletic, scholastic and 
social attainments. Congeniality is of necessity 
the primary consideration. 

Membership in a fraternity is a two-sided 
affair. Firstly, the group must desire the asso¬ 
ciation of the indivdual and, secondly, the indi¬ 
vidual must desire to associate himself with that 
group. Since this requires a knowledge of the 
other party, as far as both sides are concerned, 
the fraternities entertain prospective members 
within specified periods (a practise termed 
“rushing”) in an attempt to acquaint both parties 
and make the above mentioned decisions more 
simple. A fraternity expresses its desire to make 
an individual a member by extending a “bid” to 
him, at which point the decision as to member¬ 
ship is passed on to the individual himself. He 
must consider carefully whether he wants to live 
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with the group that has approached him, whether 
he can afford to live in the social sphere to 
which they aspire, and whether he could make 
their ideals and aims his own. Having con¬ 
sidered these and other questions, he makes his 
decision as to whether to affiliate or not. 

One thing must be remembered by all stu¬ 
dents. If you join a fraternity do not be de¬ 
luded into thinking that you are any better than 
any student who is not a fraternity member, or 
have been singled out for some outstanding 
honor. There is no room in our University for 
persons with such a narrow, unjustifiable atti¬ 
tude. You have joined in order to gain such 
personal enjoyment and experience as you can 
from the association, and the affiliation itself, 
neglecting the possible effect it may have on an 
individual over a period of years, makes you no 
better than ever, which at best is John Doe. 

For the same reason, if you are not invited to 
become a member of one of these social groups, 
never imagine that you are considered inferior 
to one who has received an invitation. Many 
of the best and most popular students on the 
campus have not belonged to fraternities. 

Remember, we all belong to a fraternity 
which surpasses all—“Our Alberta”—in which 
affiliation there is some reason for pride.
